The first of these is one I did not discover until late 
in life, a formula by which'the most astonishing results 
can be accomplished. You will find reference to it in the 
eighteenth chapter of Matthew, in the nineteenth and 
twentieth verses where it says: “If two of you shall agree 
on earth as touching anything they shall ask, it shall be 
done for them of my Father which is in heaven. For 
where two or three are gathered together in my name, 
there am I in the midst of them.” 

Why it should be that two people in agreeing fellowship 
can pray together about a problem and get great results, 
I cannot explain. I can simply assert and demonstrate that 
this formula of prayer works most successfully. I have 
used it in hundreds of cases. 

I remember one case where a man came to see me 
about a problem and I explained this technique. He did 
not seem very much impressed at the time, but a few days 
later he telephoned me and said, “About my problem, it 
doesn’t say anything in the Bible, does it, about whether 
we can pray together over the telephone?” 

“No,” I said. “There were no telephones when the Bible 
was written, but it is true that you and I do not have to be 
in physical proximity to use this technique if we are of 
a common mind.” 

“Well,” he replied, “let’s pray about my problem over 
the phone.” 

We prayed and then I told him, “Now you go about 
eine business. I will continue to pray for you. Let me 


ow as you get results so I can stop praying for you and ° 


pray for others who need my help.” 

A few hours later he called me and said, “Everything 
is OK. Shut off the power.” This sounds flippant, but he 
didn’t mean it that way. -He had found that the technique 
I recommend can be applied successfully and was happy 
about it. 

The second way to use the power of prayer is to 
be willing to have your own mind changed. What 
is the point of praying about a problem if you 
merely tell God what answer you want? All you are 
doing in that case is getting God to ratify what you 
have already decided—and what you have decided 
may not be wise. 
: To get deep wisdom on a problem, approach it by say- 
ing: “Lord, here is the problem; here is what I think 
about it; here is what I want. I would like to have this if 
you will let me have it. This looks good to me, but who 
am I to dictate to you and what can my poor brain know 
about it? So I lay it before you and I will accept your 
answer as the correct solution to my problem.” The Bible 
says, “Not. my will, but Thine, be done.” | 

The final secret of prayer is to pray positively, not 
négatively. When you pray, believe that great things are 
going to come to pass for you. Visualize them as coming 
to pass. Paint a picture in your mind of God answering 
your prayer. The story of Joan of Arc has come down 
through history as an example of great victories won by 
an unyielding faith in God and a refusal to accept the 
idea that something could not be done. Make the idea 
of the impossible a vanishing concept to you also, believe 
that all things are possible. 

Use these three simple steps: (1) Find fellowship and 
partnership in your prayers. (2) Always be willing to 
accept God’s answer as the right answer. (3) Cast nega- 
tivism out of your mind and pray with faith. If you do 
this, experience has taught us that you can find a solution 
to any problem through prayer.

That was one visitor’s cryptic reaction to a visit in the | 
eighth grade community citizenship classroom at Smith | 


High. 

Truly as fascinating as a curio 
shop, the classroom is literally 
crowded with maps and picture 
charts and clippings on Atlanta. 

The outstanding feature in 
this year-long exhibit is an al- 
most ceiling-high map of the 
Hoke Smith community. Wood- 
en churches and apartment 
houses are pasted upon it, and 
each student has marked his 
own home with a colored pin 
point. Strings lead from these 
pin points to the students’ names 
on the side, and other strings 
lead to Atlanta’s principal com- 
mercial and public buildings and 
historic sites ... giving the map 
the appearance of an _ ultra- 
modern jig-saw puzzle. 

Charts and pictures of ‘At-

ORCHIDS LIFT THROATS 


Flowers as 


Necessary 


To Opera as Songbirds

Have you ever heard an orchid lift its lovely throat in 


song? 


few bars of a famous aria? 


a chorus? 


Or a rose burst into melody? 


Or a violet trill a 
Or a’ spray of lilacs chortle 


Though you’ve never known—intimately, at least—a 
flower that could sing a single note, opera would never be 


opera without flowers. 


As the first flight of Metro- 
politan Opera stars begin their 
annual descent on Atlanta today, 
the florist business will be the 
fifst to boom. And flowers of 
all shapes, sizes and species, un- 
der the guidance of the queenly 
orchid, will bloom again on the 
shoulders of an appreciative au- 
dience as well as in the dressing 
rooms and hotel suites of the 
stars. 

It is roughly estimated that 
from’ two to three carloads of 
flowers will be required to ap- 
pease the flower-loving appetite 
of an opera-loving Atlanta pub- 
lic. Wedged neatly in between 
Easter and Christmas on one side 
and Mother’s Day on the other, 
Opera ranks third in the lineup 
of flower-consuming seasons on 
the Atlanta calendar. 


Orders already on the docket 
at local florists indicate that 
while the orchid still holds lead 
position on the preferred list, es- 
pecially the smaller spray or- 
chids, the cymbidium and phal- 
aenopsis, some of the lesser spe- 
cies of flora are making steady 
inroads, threatening to shatter 
the supremacy of the orchid and 
perhaps eventually force it to 
step down from the proud posi- 
tion it has held throughout At- 
lanta’s long cultural growth. 


This year it is destined to 
share honors with roses, carna- 
tions, gardenias, any remaining 
camellias, geraniums while flor- 
ists spread the welcome mat re- 
turn of the prodigal Parma 
violets. 

When opera was only a poten- 
tial pup on Atlanta’s cultural 
horizon flowers were already go- 
ing strong, used even then as the 
principal badge of celebration. 

Back in those days, some few 
years beyond the bend of the 


Century, Southern hospitality 
was in full flower. Old families 
who had guided the city through 
its post-Civil War struggles, re- 
ceived some of the_ greatest 
names that ever flashed from a 
theater marquee with open arms. 
They entertained them with lav- 
ish parties, wined them, dined 
them and showered them with 
truckloads of flowers. 

The immortal Caruso, Scotti, 


Galli Curci, Lucricetia Bori and 


Geraldine Farrar to recall only 
a few of the most famous song- 
birds of the era. 


James H. Landers, 41 years 
with Wachendorf, one of At- 
lanta’s three oldest florists, re- 
members that the best orchids in 
those days sold anywhere from 
$3 to $6 apiece and local florists 
ordered them from Philadelphia 
a month or so ahead of the ar- 
rival of opera. Personal floral 
arrangements usually featured 
two or more orchids of the large 
fluffy type in either purple or 
bronze worn as stomachers at 
the waist, clusters of sweetheart 
roses, sweetpeas or American 
Beauty roses. 


A. W. Cline, who has been 
with Dahl’s for over 40 years, 
still chuckles reminiscently over 
“one of Atlanta’s former grande 
dames who sailed with stately 
dignity into the Auditorium a 
few steps behind a stomacher of 
five Formosa orchids. 


His memory harkens also to 
the vision of huge baskets of 
American Beauty roses the ush- 
ers were forced to propel up 
the aisles during each intermis- 
sion. 


Mrs. Irving Gresham, Sr., 
whose husband, the late Irving 
Gresham, established Gresham’s, 
Inc., during the early part of the 
Century, says that she has often 
wondered about the strange

Flowers worn for opera this 
year, according to Mrs. Gresham, 
will bear a closer relation to the 
clothes, both in color and in ar- 
rangement. The arrangements 
will be small, neat and varied in 
design, so that they can be worn 
either on the shoulder, tucked 
in a neckline or belt, pinned to 
a purse or glove.

MUSIC-LOVING ATLANTA TOP TOUR SPOT 


Met Began Reign Here in 1910 


By HOWELL JONES 


Left with the ashes and rubble 
of the city destroyed during the 
War Between the States, Atlan- 
tans had little time for music 
or culture prior to 1900 because 
of the tremendous job of recon- 
struction. 

But, after a series of prelimi- 
naries, included a little light 
opera, a few orchestral concerts 
and occasional staging of grand 
opera by visiting companies that 
started in 1900 and carried 
through 1909, Atlantans got a 
taste of culture and decided they 
like it. 

They liked it so much, in fact, 
that the newly-organized Music 
Festival Association made ar- 
rangements to bring the entire 
Metropolitan Opera Company of 
New York to the city for a sea- 
Ng grand opera the next year, 
1910, 3 

It was a bold venture for a 
small Southern city and one that 
even the most optimistic officials 
of the Met considered with ex- 
treme doubt. But music-loving 
Atlantans, joined by visitors 
from far and near, made it a 
smashing success and surprised 
everyone with their genuine ap- 
preciation of the great music. 

The record attendance of that 
first season and the real enthusi- 
asm shown by pleased audiences 
sold the Mct a bill of goods, and 
they have considered Atlanta 
one of their best tour stops ever 
since. 

In addition, for several years, 
Atlanta was the only city outside 
of New York which enjoyed reg- 
ular seasons of grand opera sung 
by the greatest opera stars of the 


day. 

, of the Met during the 
early days of opera here includ- 
ed such all-time great names as 
Enrico Caruso, Antonio Scitti, 
Geraldine Farrar, Giuseppe de 
Luca, Rosa Ponsell, Giovanni

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HE PLAYS IT TWICE 
Toscaninis Dixie 
Brings Wild Ovaton 


By HOWELL JONES 


Toscanini played “Dixie” again last night and pande- 
monium broke loose in the Municipal Auditorium. 

More than 5,000 Atlantans jumped to their feet and staged 
a wild demonstration that was punctuated with rebel yells, 
whistles, cheers and ear-splitting applause. 


It was a song they knew and 
loved and the great Italian maestro 
had played it like they had never 
heard it played before. Still stand- 
ing minutes after the last bar had 
been sounded, the audience con- 
tinued the ringing ovation until 
Toscanini returned for a second 
encore. 

This time, the maestro really 
took them by surprise. He picked 
up his baton as the audience 
stilled, breathlessly awaiting his 
next reading. 

The orchestra blared out with 


the same familiar strains. He was 
conducting “Dixie” again. 

When they realized what had 
happened the listeners joined in 
with the orchestra and sang the 
final chorus. 


It was a grand climax to what 
was probably the most thrilling 
musical experience Atlanta has 
had. It was the sort of experience 
that will be discussed for years 
and years to come, and many in 
the capacity audience will remem- 
ber it always. 


There were several reasons why 
the concert was one of the most 
unusual presented here. First, Tos- 
canini is considered the greatest 
living composer—a title that cer- 
tainly is not overrated. He is 
probably the only conductor to- 
day who can breathe life into 
music in such a way that it spends 
the audience as well as the con- 
ductor. 


Then, the audience staged at 
least four rip-roaring demonstra- 
tions that completely belied the 
usual calm and reserve of Atlanta 
audiences. 

It was hard to believe, watching 
from the rear of the Auditorium, 
that the seething mass of humanity 
that sounded like a football crowd 
after the home team had scored

vation was repeated in later 
years. 

At the close of the 1917 sea- 
son it was announced the Met 
would return “if conditions jus- 
tify.” Conditions did not justify 
a return the following year, 
however, and it was several

After the crash the Met was 
not heard in Atlanta until 1940.

Toscanini, pleased by the show, 
responded by giving his listeners 
a program of music like they have 
never heard here before. He 
played Rossini, Brahms, Schubert, 
Saint-Saens and Dukas in a man- 
ner that would have enthused even 
the composers. 


Spry at 83, he directed his NBC 
Symphony Orchestra com en- 
tirely of master musicians as 
though he were playing a a 
instrument. So completely did his 
artistic direction subordinate the 
instrumentalists that at no time 
were the listeners fully aware that 
the men were playing as indi- 
viduals. 

Toscanini’s a yee obvi- 
ously a labor of love, id more 
than produce music, it made the 
music live. At the conclusion of 
the Brahms’ “Symphony No. 1 in 
C-Minor,” which ended the first 
portion of the program, the audi- 
ence staged a second demonstra- 
tion. This time the ovation was 
mightier than before and was 
punctuated with shill cries, whis- 
tles, cheers and ear-splitting ap- 
plause. 

The maestro, obviously tired, 
was recalled three times, He ap- 
pomee very weary as he threaded 
is way through his smiling musi- 
cians.

itecture in this country. 
“Mimosa Hall” was bought short- 
y after the War Between the 
tates by the present owner, 
Granger Hansell’s, great-great 
grandfather. 

Simplicity of design is the 
keynote of the true Greek Re- 
vival architecture, such as the 
white curved hanging stairway 
in the entrance hall. The Han- 
sells have furnished the home 
with English and French Re- 

ncy and Empire antiques and 

porcelains. Included 
—— these rare and authentic 
furnishings are two handsome 
original paintings, one by 
Thomas Scully, and the other 
by Hogarth. 
A formal courtyard paved with 
eobble stones lends old-world at- 
mosphere to the front entrance, 
while the original well house or 
Gummer house in the rear is 
situated amid a setting of an- 
ecient cedars, oaks and tulip pop- 


lars and trim lawns of sweet 


grass which is as fragrant as 
old lavender after mowing. The 


informal planting features old- 
fashioned flowering shrubs and 
fine specimens of English laurel. 

“Bailey’s Gardens,” covering 
acres of rolling hills and dales, 
combine the formality of an 
English garden with rustic beau- 
ty. Thousands of azaleas, camel- 
lias and mountain laurel add to 
the picturesqueness along the 
brick laid paths and around the 
swimming pool. 

Especially interesting is the 
log cabin, used as a Summer 
cottage by the owners, with its 
handmade stair railing and bal- 
cony rail. Soft drinks will be 
sold in front of the columned- 
fronted barn, where upstairs is 
a small bar of hand-carved nat- 
ural wood, Real horse saddles 
complete with stirrups comprise 
the bar “stools.” The log cabin 
and harn will be opened to 
visitors, 

Town homes and gardens to 
be shown both Saturday and 
Sunday include the handsome 
Regency-type home of the Ben 
T. Smiths. The furnishings in- 
clude priceless imported an-

With this table the Smiths use 
a rare set of eight original Chip- 
pendale dining-room chairs, the 
backs designed with simple vase- 
shaped open work slats, and 
seat coverings of contemporary 
needlework, date 1760-65. Also 
of rare beauty are the French 
porcelain compotiers gracing 
the 18th Century breakfast cabi- 
inet with eld crown plate glass 
in the doors, and filled with 
Crown Derby and Rockingham 
Dessert plates. 


The white-columed hill - top 
home of the Ryburn G. Clays of- 
fers beauty in its furnishings of 
18th Century English, combined 
with exquisite pieces from Italy 
and other European countries, 
and many lovely porcelains 
which Mrs. Clay uses in combi- 
nation with greenery or alone 
for decorative arrangements.

Its Homes, Gardens April 26

ATHENS—This city’s first house was built in 1801. The 


streets were laid out in 1804. 


And Athens, named for the Goddess of Wisdom, can 
well claim the title of the Classic City, for not only is ita 
seat of learning (the university there is the oldest in the 
United States, being founded in 1785), but nowhere else 
in the United States can be seen so many examples of 


Greek Revival architecture. 


This city has, perhaps changed 
less with the passing of the 
years than any other city in 


the South, It has always been a 
city of garden lovers and be 
cause the atmosphere of the Old 
South still lingers, it is. quite 
appropriate, as well as a ¢0- 
incidence that the i4th tour 
Georgia homes and gardens in- 
cluded in the Open House in 
Georgia program is scheduled 
for Wednesday, Confederate 
Memorial Day. 

Tour headquarters have been 
set up at the Landscape Archi- 
tecture Department at the Uni- 
versity and Mrs. Hubert Owens 
is acting as general chairman. 
Proceeds from the tour will go 
toward the Founders Memorial 
Garden. This section is a series 
of gardens developed by the 
Garden Club of Georgia and the 
University’s Landscape Archi- 
tecture Department as a me 
morial to the founders of the 
Ladies Garden Club of Athens, 
the oldest club of its nature in 
the United States. 

The Old Lumpkin House 
where the club was formed and 
which will be included en the 
tour is now the property of the 
Young Harris Methodist Church. 
It was in this home one after- 
noon back in 1891 that the ladies 
formed the club which was des 
tined to inject a new outlet of 
life to women all over the na- 
tion. Mrs. E. K.-Lumpkin was

Visitors here will see a choice 
example of Greek Revival arch- 
itecture in the home of Presi- 
dent Rogers of the University. 
Built in 1856 by Thomas Grant, 
it is noted for its gardens, and 
its interior which has been re 
novated and refurnished. Geor- 
gia’s distinguished statesman, 
Benjamin H. Hill, bought the 
place in 1869 and later it be 
onged to Josiah T. Leonard. In 
1888 it became the residence of 
Capt. James White, and then it 
passed into the hands of his 
daughter, Mrs. W. F. Bradshaw. 
It was recently bought by the 
University for the home of its 
President. 

The Upson place bears a defi- 
nite stamp of New England 
eharm and is a perfect example 
of Greek Revival. Now the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Bradbury Foss, 
it was built in 184% by Gazaway

by Stephen Upson in 1883. The 
gardens and many features of 
the landscaping are survivals of 
an earlier era.

Windham is a talented young 
man, but it remained for an 
English magazine, “Horizon,” to 
recognize the quality of his 
writing. They published three of 
his. pieces and some of his work 
has appeared in “View” and 
“New Directions.” 

In 1945, Windham, who had 
moved to New York, collabo- 
rated with a then-unknown play- 
wright named Tennessee Wil- 
liams in the writing of a play 
titled “You Touched Me.” It 
was produced by Guthrie Me- 
Clintic in 1946 and enjoyed a 
successful four-month run on 
Broadway. 

Williams thinks highly of his 
friend’s first novel. He says: 

“I think it marks the advent 
of the most distinguished new 
talent to appear in the last dec- 
ade, Its theme is of profound 
relevance to a tragedy of mod- 
ern youth. The writing is utter- 
ly pure without the affectation 
of purity. It is the creation of an 
adulterated artist.” 

Undoubtedly Atlanta has an- 
other name she can add. with 
pride, to her long list of sons 
and daughters who have 
achieved fame in the literary 
world.

dicated that North Carolina is 
eduipped to house and feed in 
excess of 150,000 travellers in 
all types of accommodations and 
that approximately three-quar- 
ters of these are situated in re- 
sort communities or along major 
tourist routes. 

The survey also indicated that 
prices generally will follow the 
same range as last year—from 
$1 a night a person in a 
tourist home, to $15 a person 
for luxurious American Plan ac- 
commodations. 

Resorts are opening earlier this 
year. Advance resort bookings 
are already heavy for June, July 
and August. 

Fishing, which is a ten-month 
season in North Carolina, at- 
tracted numerous April visitors 
and accounted for excellent early 
business in such widely sep- 
arated places as Fontana, in the 
Great Smokies, where a new 
lodge accommodating 75 persons 
has just been completed to raise 
the capacity of this unique moun- 
tain resort to 1,075 persons, and 
the Nags Head, Kitty Hawk 
area on the coast, where several 
hotels remain open the year 
‘round and 125 new units are 
being built. 

Expansion of tourist facilities 
has also taken place in the More- 
head-Beaufort, Wilmington and 
Southport beach sections and 
several new beaches are under 
development along North Caro- 
lina’s 320-mile coast. 


In the mountain region, scores 
of new motor courts and cabins 
-—the type of accommodation 
most in demand by tocay’s mo- 
bile vacationists—are ready for 
the 1950 season, and in the cen- 
tral part of the State numerous 
new motor courts dot main- 
traveled highways, affording 
comfortable overnight accommo- 
dations to through ‘travelers. 

On Roanoke Island, site of the 
first English settlement in 
America, the “Lost Colony” be- 
gins its tenth season July 1, and 
will show through Labor Day. 
This symphonic drama was seen 
by more than 50,000 persons last 
season, who came from every 
State in the union and many 
foreign countries. 

Nearly 500 miles westward, on 
the Cherokee Indian reservation 


and the Pisgah and Nantahala 
National Forests are all expected 
to draw larger crowds in 1950.

On the coast, more boats have 
been added to fishing fleets, 
piers improved, and entertain- 
ments added at popular beaches. 
The Southeastern Fishing Rodeo 
begins July 1 and lasts through 
September.

CEDAR CITY, Utah — Early 
diagnosis seems to show that

Although ASCAP still is the 
giant of the music world, BMI has 
grown into a husky youngster with 
a huge catalogue of tunes and nu- 
merous hit melodies. It claims five 
of the 10 currently most popular 
tunes. 

BMI Pres. Carl Haverlin and 
others of the organization were 
honored here last week at several 
sessions of the annual convention 
of the National Association of 
Broadcasters at which BMI tunes 
were paraded. 

Among the well-known BMI 
numbers that were played were 
“Amapola,” “Deep in the Heart ef 
Texas,” “Lay That Pistol Down,” 
“A Doll That I Can Call My Own,” 
“There I’ve Said It Again,” “I’m 
Laughing on the Outside,” “Cool 
Waters,” “You’re Breaking My 
Heart, " “Rag Mop,” and “Peter 
Cottontail. ”" And, of course, they 
played “Jeannie.” 

Haverlin says BMI, after years 
of trying, finally has ‘obtained the 
original manuscript of “Jeannie.” 
Close examination shows, he adds, 
that Foster probably intended it to 
be “Jennie.” 

BMI doesn’t claim to be as big 
as ASCAP and a majority of the 
popular tunes you hear still are 
ASCAP melodies. Haverlin esti- 
mates there’s about one BMI tune 
played on the air for each two 
ASCAP numbers. 

But he says BMI, founded as an 
expedient, is in business to stay 
and its aim is “to maintain a free 
trade and a free market in music.” 

The organization, he declares, 
not only has placed broadcasters 
in the position of not having to 
face another “Jeannie” era, but 
has increased the opportunities of 
the young composer who has com- 
petition for his tunes if they’re 
good. 

In a resolution adopted here, 
the NAB said BMI “has opened 
the door of opportunity to innu- 
merable writers and publishing en- 
terprises which, without it, would 
have never seen the light of day.”

Editors Talk 
Over Comics’ 


Crime, Sex 


WASHINGTON — (#) — The 
eountry’s editors asked themselves, 
and their comic artists yesterday 
whether comic strips laden with’ 
eex and crime will some day make 
them answerable for “damage 
done to American youth.” | 

Two of the top artists, Al Capp’ 
of “Li’l Abner” and Milton Caniff 
of “Steve Canyon” defended their 
craft in a forum at the annual 
meet of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors as being one in 
which virtue always is conspicu- 
ously rewarded. Caniff had the 
last word: 

“The editor is the key to the 
whole thing, he can tell us what’s 
wrohg, he can leave the strip out 
of the paper, he can cancel it.” 


James S. Pope, managing editor 
of the Louisville oe ee 
led the assault for the tors 
along with: Norman Isaacs, manag- 
ing editor of the St. Louis Star-: 
Times. A questionnaire, Pope | 
said, showed editor bothered by 
these problems: 


Many are worried about the de-, 
tailed picturization of crime. 


Sex: There was concern but, 
less than expected. The problem) 
of “sly and smirking sex has been 
greatly improved,” Pope said. | 

Propaganda: A “tremendous up- 
rising’ of editors against any form 
of comic-strip popaganda was re- 
vealed. 

And: The comics are not funny. 

Al Capp was belabored for the 
accentuated hips and thighs of the 
female inhabitants of his mythical, 
mountain town, Dogpatch. He pro- 
tested that “women do have fig- 
ures and they’re beautiful—people, 
like to see beautiful girls properly 
dressed—and artists like to draw 
them.” 

Isaacs retorted that Capp should 
underline his own phrase, “proper- 
ly dressed.” Unabashec, Capp ex- 
plained: 

“These are very poor people in 
Dogpatch.” 

Isaacs read a statement by 
James V. Bennett, Federal Di- 
rector of Prisons, voicing concern 
over the impact on juvenile dilin- 
quency of blood-and-thunder strips 
“which can easily be imitated by 
ehildren.” 

Caniff promptly invited anybody 
to “quote us a single statistic to 
show that any child has been 
prompted to commit a crime by 
a@ny comic strip.” 

“I do have a feeling that there 
a>: a few cases of that kind,” Ben- 
nett said. “It seems to me and to 
hundreds of thousands of parents 
‘that the comics are not character 
building.” 

Isaacs said there are many strips 
which are perfectly harmless, and 
he included Caniff’s among them, 
but he observed that “enough is 
wrong with enough strips to cause 
us concern.”

~The: Defendant's Unswom Statement 


The but recently concluded Drewry 
trial at Athens highlighted in dramatic 
form a unique feature of Georgia’s trial 
system ... the unsworn statement al- 
lowed the defendant in our criminal trials. 

Not only is it an unsworn statement, 
but it may not be cross-examined. A de- 
fendant may make such a statement any 
length and may use it for revenge, for 
falsehood, or in a coldly calculated at- 
tempt to destroy character and reputation. 
There are no limits on such a statement. 
They may not be questioned by the op- 
posing attorneys. 

The judge is required, however, to in- 
form the jury after a defendant’s unsworn 
statement that they may give it “such 
force as they choose—they may believe it, 
if they choose, in preference to the sworn 
testimony.”

The net result is that juries usually 
have enough perspective to give proper 
value to unsworn statements. Unsworn 
statements rarely influence juries away 
from the testimony given under oath. A 
conviction almost certainly means the jury 
did not at all believe the unsworn state- 
ment to be factual and decided the case 
on the sworn evidence. But there is an- 
other net result. The plaintiff, if involved 
in a damaging unsworn statement, or any 
other person so involved in an unsworn 
statement, is left without recourse save 
denial. A statement may be lengthy and 
include fantastic, even the most vile, ac- 
cusations, yet it may not be questioned in 
court. It may be that we need to consider 
a code revision so that a defendant who 
takes the stand may be subjected to cross- 
examination.

Smathers’ friends believe the stars in their courses fight on 
their side and the vital, confident young attorney himself feels 
as if a sort of destiny has called him to battle. . 

He can’t be pushed around on his party record. He campaigned 
for President Truman in 1948 while Sen. Pepper was either run- 
ning himself, or saying that Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower was the 
man. He has pushed for most of the Truman policies, save only 
the FEPC, Taft-Hartley law repeal and medical insurance. Smath- 
ers says he will vote to amend the labor law, but that it provides 
basic legislation which the nation needs. 


Ch Smathers has caused Pepper great mental anguish 
anges by quoting from the Senator’s speeches in which he 
spoke in glowing terms of Joe Stalin and the Soviets. In one speech 
in 1946 the senior Senator asked his audience to pray for Joe Stalin, 
who was a man Americans could trust. 

This has caused the challenger to open up his 1950 rallies with 
the query: “Have you prayed for Stalin today?” 

The reply frequently is profane but always negative and loud. 

Smathers’ daddy, a grand old gentleman who has been down 
with arthritis‘since 1937, came to Miami with his wife and children 
in 1919. The Congressman of today was about six years old. Sen. 
Pepper began to talk about the “furrin birth” of his opponent. 
Red This lasted but a few brief days. The Senator then sick- 

ened of it. Smathers recalled that he had attended the 
University of Florida while his opponent had gone from Alabama 
to Harvard. 

“TI do not wear the red of Harvard, but the orange and blue of 
the University of Florida,” Smathers told his crowds. It was a 
natural step from there to the Senator’s friendly words about Joe 
Stalin and to quotations from the Communist Party’s call on Florida 
to defeat the wearer of the orange and blue. 

His attack on the FEPC, as a compulsory law, has caused Pep- 
per, to the great anguish of his more ardent supporters, to say that 
he, too, is against it and voted for it during the war only as a war 
measure. 

Labor fights him.'Apparently irked because of his manly beauty, 
labor papers and pamphlets refer to him as “Gor-jus George.” The 
Negro vote is to be large and it is supposed to be against him. 
He says he will get his share of it. The doctors are helping him 
because he has opposed the Federal insurance plan. The fight is 
really in the large population counties with the county seats of 
Miami, Jacksonville, Tampa, St. Petersburg, Orlando and Pensacola. 
There it will be won or lost. 

The hopeful giant killer may not win—although he thinks he 
will—but he has given Florida a:‘choice such as it has not had in 
years. He is something new in politics. Radiating charm such as 
a movie star would like to own, sure without being cocky, Smathers 
has moved steadily along from success to success. In college he 
won all the honors, many of them athletic. He was a good Fed- 
eral prosecutor, a Marine with combat duty, a Congressman who up- 
set a favorite to win, and now he breathes hotly upon the neck of 
Claude Pepper. Indeed, there are those who say it is the Senator 
who puffs along in his wake. 

That may be—but it is hard to count out a man who has been 
in for 14 years, who has the support of the State Administration 
and who is as well-heeled financially as he could wish. —

Russell Lays Plans 
For Fight on FEPC 


WASHINGTON—As Floor Leader of the 

Southern Democratic bloc opposed to the Presi- 

dent’s civil rights program, Sen. Richard B. Rus- 

sell now anticipates that the delayed battle over the pending Fair 

Employment Practices Bill, or FEPC, as it is known, will get under 
way in the upper chamber early next month. 


The junior Georgia Senator is informed that Administration 
leaders are planning to bring the controversial legislation forward 
shortly after the Florida primaries, which come May 2. He is mak- 
ing his plans accordingly. When the bill is brought out Southern 
Democrats are prepared to make the Senate rafters ring with an- 
other old-fashioned filibuster which will be the equal of anything 
of the kind attempted before. 


Sen. Russell, who led a similar fight against civil rights legisla- 
tion at the last session, is convinced that the coming filibuster will 
be equally successful. He has already put his ducks in a row and 
is prepared to move with his marshaled forces at a moment’s notice. 
Southern Democrats opposed to the bill have been instructed to 
remain constantly on the scene and to make no engagements which 
will take them away from Washington during the period of the 
promised battle. 

An expert hand at directing Senate. filibusters, Russell, with his 
usual skill, has laid out a line of strategy that will be hard to defeat. 
His plan is to back the FEPC Bill up against other important pend- 
ing legislation which would be placed in jeopardy if the filibuster 
is allowed to go on indefinitely. In short, he will seek to see to it 
that several bills high on the administration priority list are await- 
ing final action when the FEPC measure is brought to the floor. 


: Walter F. George, Georgia’s senior 
George in Key Spot Senator, is in position to play an effec- 
tive hand in the Russell strategy by virtue of his Chairmanship of 
the powerful Finance Committee. The George committee has before 
it two highly important pieces of unfinished business of vital con- 
cern to the Administration—social security extension and tax revi- 
sion. These could and probably will be held up as a backdrop to 
the coming filibuster. 

If the anti-FEPC talkfest threatens to become long drawn out— 
as it will be—Administration leaders may be counted on to throw 
in the sponge by withdrawing it, rather than-take chances on other 
more important measures failing. 

Incidentally, the general understanding is that Administration 
leaders are purposely delaying action on FEPC until after the lor- 
ida primaries in order not to unduly embarrass Sen. Claude Pepper, 
a mild supporter of civil rights legislation, who is in the fight of 
his life over renomination. The Florida Senator is one of the few 
Southern Democrats who take a different attitude on the civil rights 
program. Already a watered-down version of FEPC has been 
passed by the House and is now awaiting final Senate action. 

During his recent visit to Washington 


Talmadge Appraised to attend the conference over a pro- 


jected RFC loan to the Stone Mountain Park Authority, Gov. Her- 
man Talmadge confided to friends in the Georgia delegation that he 
expected to win all but a half dozen or so counties in the June 
primary. He was not making this claim publicly, but merely ap- 
praising the situation as it looked to him at this time. In case 
anyone may get the impression the Governor was overoptimistic 
in his figures, it can be said that most Georgia Congressmen express 
the opinion privately that the Talmadge appraisal was conservative, 


if anything. 

’ Former Gov. Ellis Arnall is taking a lot of 
Arnall s Red Face good-natured ribbing from members of the 
State congressiona! group over his prediction, made a week earlier, 
that the United States Supreme Court would throw out Georgia’s 
controversial county-unit system. After talks with various Admin- 
istration officials during his recent visit to Washington, Arnall had 
gone out on a limb in expressing the opinion the highest tribunal 
would declare the Georgia primary system unconstitutional. He 
hardly had gotten out of the capital before the Court ruled the 
other way. 

But if the former Governor was wrong in his predictions, he was 
no less surprised at the timing of the decision than the State’s Con- 
gressmen and two Senators. No one had expected a decision to be 
handed down when it was. Customarily in cases of the kind the 
Supreme Court decides first whether it will assume jurisdiction and 
if it does it then sets a date for later arguments on the issues in- 
volved. In the Georgia county-unit system case the Court wrapped 
the litigation into one package and rendered a decision upholding 
the State law. Hardly anyone was prepared for that. 

As to the meaning of the Supreme Court decision, Rep. Sydney 
Camp, of Newnan, reflected the general sentiment of Georgia dele- 
gation members in saying the “county-unit system will be with us 
from now on as a result of the court action.” He and other mem- 
bers of the congressional group see little chance of the system being 
successfully attacked in further litigation after the high tribunal 
decided—7 to 2—as it did.

This was done on March 26. 

Soon it was apparent that the marriage was 
not working. The young couple didn’t have much 
time together. Zito was on tour. June was mak- 
ing a picture. 

Three months after the elopement, June 
announced a separation and her intent to get a 
divorce in Las Vegas. 

Friends counseled delay. A reconciliation was 
announced. It lasted a month. June explained: 
“We never were completely reconciled.” 

June filed suit for divorce in California on 
Oct. 3, charging cruelty. A decree was granted 
March 25, 1948. 

After the divorce, June gradually resumed 
her romance with Dr. Duzik. “My feeling for 
Jimmy,” she said, “was just a schoolgirl crush.

June could not marry again in her faith,

When she wasn’t in 
the sickroom or near by, she was 
in the hospital’s chapel with the 
doctor’s mother, on her knees, 
praying for John Duzik’s recovery. 

She was in the middle of a 
picture, “The Daughter of Rosie 
O’Grady,” but Warner Brothers 
excused her from the set. Once, 
when the doctor seemed better, 
she returned to Warners to enact 
the last scene in the film—ironi- 
cally a gay finale in which Actor 
James Barton told her that every-

On Oct. 30, after receiving 86 
blood transfusions and after six 
weeks of illness in which his 
Jeath was almost momentarily ex- 
pected, Dr. Duzik died.

His Devotion to the Beautiful Livy Langdon Was, He Wrote, “Like a Subject’s

OMEN’S faces—they always were a part 
of Sam Clemens’ life. 

He was conscious of them young and 
beautiful, old and weary, along the Mississippi 
during his days as a river-boat pilot. He saw 
them with glittery eyes and calculating smiles in 
and around Carson City during his gold-mining 
days. in Nevada. There were hundreds of them 
on every side as he traveled the highways and 
byways as roving reporter and lecturer. 

But Samuel Clemens, better known as 
Twain, couldn’t recall any of those countenances 
distinctly as he stood gazing at the one face he 
knew he never could f 


It was young, demure and infinitely sweet. 


He held the ivory miniature closer as if to read 
some hidden message in the large dark eyes, or 
to memorize the way her hair swept gently back 
from her forehead. 

“You say she’s your sister?’’ he queried, turn- 
ing to the 18-year-old Charles Langdon who was 
his constant companion during the Mediterranean 
cruise of the pleasure ship, Quaker City. 

The two men were loafing in Langdon’s cabin 
at the time, talking about the circumstances that 
brought them together. 

The 32-year-old humorist was on the Quaker 
City in search of material for some amusing 
travel letters. Charles, the harum-scarum son 
of a rich coal dealer from Elmira, N. Y., was 
being sent on the chaperoned cruise as a mild 
disciplinary measure. 

Together the pair found escape from the 
“venerable fossils” who were their shipmates. 

If the younger man was amused at the rough 
western bachelor’s interest in his sister Olivia’s 
portrait he kept it to himself. Mark Twain’s 
first book, “The Jumping Frog,” was published 
that spring (1867) and his reputation as a lec- 
turer commanded respect. 

Charles told Mark how Livy (the family nick- 
name for his sister) fell on the ice when she was 
16 and became partially paralyzed. Now she 
was 22 and could walk a few blocks at a time. 
But she still was far from well. All of the 
family pampered and loved her. . 

Loving her could be easy, the humorist re- 
flected, and he carried a memory of her with 
him from that day on. 

The cruise was ended in November. 

Mark spent Christmas Day, and the two 
weeks following, in New York. | 


TH Langdons also were in the city for the 
holidays. Mark called at their hotel and, with 
some trepidation, met the original of the ivory 
miniature. She was everythng he had dreamed 
she would be. 

Four days later he started a round of New 
Year’s Day calls by dropping in to see Livy. He 
arrived at 10 in the morning and stayed 13 hours. 

Several months passed with Mark busily 
writing “The Innocents Abroad.” 

Late in August he accepted an invitation to 
visit the Langdon home in Elmira. Two weeks 
with Livy confirmed his conviction that he was 
in love. He proposed but got “No” for an answer. 

“My Honored ‘Sister,’” he wrote after leav- 
ing. “It is better to have loved and lost you 
than that my life should have remained forever 
the blank it was before. For once, at least, in 
the idle years that have drifted over me, I have 
seen the world all beautiful, and known what it 
is to hope.” But Mark didn’t give up. 

Later correspondence appearing in “The Love 
Letters of Mark Twain,”* reveals his struggle 
to win Livy. 

He gained her love by bombarding her with 
affectionate messages but still had to get the 
approval of her parents. They were worried

He stopped drinking for his sweetheart’s 
sake, and limited his smoking to meet her a 
proval. Mark and Livy were married on Feb. 
1870. Her father gave them a home in Buffalo 
as a wedding present. 

From this home Mark wrote his in-laws jovial 
letters about Livy’s cooking. They obviously 
were designed to tease. 

“Now this morning,” he said in one account, 
“she had a mackerel fricasseed with pork and 
oysters and I tell you it was a dish to stir the 
very depths of one’s benevolence. We saved 
every bit of it for the poor.” 

When it came to her bookkeeping he was 
equally ready to laugh. For example: 

“I haven’t Livy’s tranquil nerve in the pres- 
ence of a financial complexity—when her cash 
account don’t balance (which does not happen 
oftener than once a day) she just increases the 
item of ‘Butter 78 cents” to ‘Butter 97 cents’ 
—or reduces the item of ‘Gas, $6.45’ to ‘Gas, 
$3.25’ and makes that account balance.” 

The remarkable happiness of this young 
couple was interrupted by the death of Jervis 
Langdon before their first wedding anniversary. 
Little Langdon Clemens was born soon after his 


grandfather died and once again Livy became a — 


semi-invalid for a while. 

Mark grew restless in his pate ma career 
and took a leave of absence so he go back 
to lecturing. He moved Livy and his son to 
Hartford, Conn. There a ge om Susy, was 
born and little Langdon, who ys had been a 
sickly child, died of diphtheria. 

Mark made good money. They built a new 
home and took a trip to Europe. On their return 
they settled down to tranquil years when trouble 
stayed away from their door.

CENTURY after the California gold rush, 

Paul Pettit, an 18-year-old Los Angeles 

high school boy, has struck it rich in the 
same state. In a typical American success story 
that out-Algered anything Horatio’ever wrote, 
Paul put himself on Easy Street for life by 
signing for his first. job. 

Not long ago newspapers told how the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates had agreed to pay Pettit, a left- 
hand pitcher with only high school experience, 
a bonus of $100,000 for signing a professional 
baseball contract. Millions of American boys 
read of Paul’s bonanza and had their faith in 
the Republic restored. It still can happen here, 
and gold is still where you find it. 

Paul found it in the strong left arm with 
which he pitched his way into such prominence 
that every major league club has had a scout 
following him for several years. 

Paul not only fell into a $100,000 fortune but 


‘so arranged the details that he doesn’t have to 


kick back any of it except what he pays his 
Uncle Sam in taxes. To top it all, he is assured 
of a career that is almost every American boy’s 
dream—a job with a big league baseball club. 

A new era may have been opened in baseball 
by the Pettit deal. Not only is his $100,000 bonus 
the highest ever paid anyone for signing a base- 
ball contract but it marked the first time a player 
has been represented by a business agent. 

Panicky baseball magnates, foreseeing an end 
to the close control they have had over their 
athletes at contract-signing time, appealed fran- 
tically to Commissioner Happy Chandler to void 
Pettit’s contract. 

The Commissioner, who had sent agents to 
California to examine every angle of the deal, 
reported that he could find no violation of base- 
ball law in the transaction. The success Pettit 
has had in letting an agent handle his business 
may put similar ideas into. the heads of ball- 
players who are used to being browbeaten at 
contract-signing time when the magnates are 
represented by shrewd business agents while the

player has to fight his own case, with the rules 
stacking the deck in favor of the club owners. 

The Pettits are an average American family. 
George Pettit, father of the $100,000 bonus baby, 
was a night watchman at a vegetable oi] plant 
in Lomita, the suburb of San Pedro (seaport of 
Los Angeles) where the Pettits have made their 
home. The elder Pettit was born in Peterbor- 
ough, England, and had no interest in baseball 
until his son’s pitching feats with the Narbonne 
High School team began to make headlines three 
years ago. 

Paul’s mother, who was in a hospital prepar- 
ing for an operation when the good news reached 
her that her boy had struck it rich, had never 
seen a baseball game until a year ago. The only 
other member of the family is Paul’s sister, 
Valerie. 

The $100,000 jackpot-hitter stands six feet 
two and weighs 205. He first started pitching 
in 1944 when he entered Narbonne High as a sev- 
enth grader. Two years later Paul made the 
junior varsity nine and in 1947 landed on the 
big team. All during his high school career he 
had as his battery mate Darrold Myers, who has 
been signed as a catcher by the Hollywood Stars. 
During the summer vacations Paul pitched in 
the American Legion League. Altogether, he has 
won 73 games and lost only 13 during his ama- 
teur career. His strikeout record is amazing, 
averaging about two per inning.

The final victory 
came when I lectured in a technical 
course before graduate students at 
New York University. 

The fear was gone, and with the 
fear went the affliction.

HREE sedate little girls with wide, dark 
+ eyes knew that stirring poem before their 
Mother Goose.

Mass., and see Gen. Phil 
Sheridan, their father and 
its inspiration, striding 
the beach as though at 
any moment he might 
order back the waves. 
Sheridan, great Union 
general of the War 
Between the States, whose 
famous ride on his 
charger, Rienzi, turned 
a rout into victory at 
Cedar Creek, Va., was not 
a man to tumble about 
with children in play. 
Kindly, but reserved, he 
took his walks in the 
1880s while three prim 
misses watched in awe 
the man of such fearsome 
deeds. :

Mother, now was much 
closer to them, The beau- 
tiful Irene Rucker had 
been only 20 in 1875 when 
She married the 44-year- 
old hero.

They were not yet into their teens when 
General Sheridan died in Nonquitt in August, 
1888. With heavy hearts, fighting their shyness, 
the children marched behind the coffin to the 
boat which would carry him to Washington. 

It was then, as they grieved together, that 
the three sisters and their brother vowed to re- 
main together. Brother Phil wasn’t able to keep 
his part of the bargain. He married after grad- 
uating from West Point, and left a son and a 
daughter when he died in World War L. 

But sisters Mary, Louise and Irene did keep 
their vow. With their mother they moved. to a 
big home in Washington, D. C., in 1904. Mrs. 
Sheridan said, “I would rather be the widow of 
General Sheridan than the wife of any man.” 

Seemingly, the girls felt they would rather 
keep his name, too, for none married. Each 
afternoon, Mother poured tea. They ventured 
out infrequently. But they did step downstairs 
in 1908 when the $50,000 Borglum bronze statue 
of their father was unveiled in Sheridan Circle.

ITTLE Elizabeth Ann Bayley stamped her 

foot and shook her dark curls. She was 

bursting with childish indignation. One of 
her playmates was standing up for the British. 
Such a thing was unforgivable in New York City 
in the late 1770s. 

Elizabeth Ann was perhaps five. The Revo- 
lution was on and the British were occupying 
New York. She remembered how she had 
scolded her distinguished father, Dr. Richard 
Bayley, for caring for the enemy sick. 

he was not opposed to his serving all creeds 
and nationalities. She thought he should—so 
me as he didn’t include King George’s men. 

Now. here was her best friend praising these 
same British. The tiny patriot raged inwardly. 
All at once, it was more than she could bear. 

Her righteousness exploded in a flurry of 
pink fists. The British sympathizer was routed. 
Elizabeth Ann’s small neighbor ran home. 

It was unladylike—certainly unsaintly—yet 
this little girl whose passion for the cause of 
American independence made her forget all] her 
good manners grew up to be a great lady of the 
Catholic Church. 

As Mother Seton, founder of the Sisters of 
Charity, her own cause is now moving through 
the stages leading up to sainthood. 

Her final elevation—-and evidence of the first 
miracle attributed to her is already in Rome for 
examination-—would make her the second native- 
born American saint. The cause of Kateri 
Tekakwitha, the holy Mohawk Indian maid 
(1656-1680), is much further advanced.

Elizabeth Ann 
heard him without tears. 

“She is already in heaven with my mother. 
How pleasant if 1 could also go there.” 

At eight, Elizabeth Ann was at a boarding 
school in New Rochelle, N. Y. One night, she 
and some other girls were engaged in a pillow 
fight. A flying pillow knocked over a candle. 
The curtains were set afire. 

Elizabeth Ann jumped from bed to bed, haul- 
ing down the flaming drapes. Then she dumped 
an armful of bedclothes on them and sat on the 
pile until the fire scare was over. 

In 1790, she was the belle of New York. She 
was 16, slim and graceful, with a halo of brown 
hair and darh, shining eyes. The most eligible 
young men of Manhattan sought her hand. 

Her father was Inspector-General of the New 
York Public Health Service. She moved among 
the socially exalted. Life was a glittering pageant 
of parties, balls and assemblies. But it was a life 
without purpose or ‘meaning. 

At an age when other girls dream of romance 
and soft music, this already famous young beauty 
wrote in her diary: 

“Folly, sorrows, romance, miserable friend- 
ships; but all turned to good—-and thoughts of 
how silly to love anything in this world.”’ 

Then, at 18, she wrote: “Passionate wishes 
that there were such places in America as I read 
of in novels, where people could be shut up from 
the world, and pray, and be always good.” 

It was many years before Elizabeth Ann was 
destined to be shut up from the world. In 1794 
she married handsome William Seton. She had 
played with him as a child. Now, at 20, he was 
back from Europe to be his father’s partner in 
the mercantile firm of Seton, Maitland & Co. 

They were married by their neighbor, Dr. 
Samuel Provoost, the first bishop of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in New York. 

For a while, everything ran smoothly. The 
Setons prospered. Five children were born— 
Anna, William, Richard, Catherine and Rebecca. 

New York was’a robust city of 50,000. But it 


was feeling its early growing pains. The symp- 
toms included poverty and distress. Young Mrs. 
Seton was a tireless social worker. 

In Nov., 1797, she was one of the founders 
of the Society for the Relief of Poor Widows 
With Small Children. It was the first organized 
charity in New York. 

The dark clouds were forming. The first test- 
ing of Mrs. Seton’s courage was near. Her 
father-in-law died. He was a widower and to 
William, his eldest son, was left the monumental 
task of raising six younger brothers and sisters. 

William Seton’s young wife was undismayed. 
Her sister-in-law, Rebecca, helped ber with the 
younger children. But her days were full. 

“If I retire one moment,” she wrote a friend, 
“a half-dozen voices call ‘Sister,’ or ‘Mamma!’”’ 

Then the Seton fortunes began to wane. 
Pirates ranged the seas. Rich cargoes were lost. 

William Seton’s health broke. By 1800, he 
was failing rapidly and the family was near ruin. 
The cruelest blows were still to fall. 

Yellow fever was raging. Mrs. Seton’s father, 
Dr. Bayley, battled the dread invader day and 
night. He died heroically in 1801. ' 

In 1803, William Seton was critically ill. 
Pathetically, he believed Italy’s warm climate 
would restore his lost health. ‘The rich Filicchi 
family, at Leghorn, were his friends. 

On Oct. 2, Mr. and Mrs. Seton and daughter, 
Anna, sailed from New York. The other chil- 
dren had been parceled out to relatives. In 
December, the Setons’ ship was off Leghorn. 

But the Italian authorities, fearful of the 
yellow fever in New York, put them in 
quarantine. 

Shortly before Christmas, they were released 
through the powerful intercession of the Filic-

Mrs. Seton stayed a while at the magnificent 
palazzo of the Filicchis. Her husband’s cloge 
friend, Antonio Filicchi, and his lovely wife 
strove to lessen the pain of bereavement. 

They took her to Mass. One memorable da 
Antonio taught her to make the sign of the 
cross. She remembered a letter from Dr. 
her Episcopal rector in New York. 

“The sumptuous and splendid worship of 
Italy will not, I am sure, withdraw your affec. 
tions from the simple but affecting worship of 
Trinity Church.” 

Elizabeth Ann Seton was not at all sure. 

When she sailed for America, Antonio Felic. 
chi was on the ship, a business matter havin 
called him to Boston. They reached New York 
June 4, 1804. 

Unexpected grief was waiting. Rebecca Seton 
her beloved sister-in-law, was dying. 

Afterwards came the long troubled months 
of decision. Should she join the Catholic Church? 
She was counseled by Dr. Hobart, by Catholic 
Bishop Carroll, of Baltimore, by the Filicchic 

At last, on March 14, 1805, in old St. Peter’s 
Church, Barclay St., New York City, she em. 
braced the Catholic faith. 

Old friends forsook her. Rich and childless

she made out in her favor and left her fortune 
to another. Mrs. Seton’s money was gone. 

She opened a boarding house for boys going 
to a near-by academy. 

Her sister-in-law, Cecelia, became a Catholic 
and came to live with her. 

She met the Rev. William Dubourg, presid 
of St. Mary’s College, Baltimore. He offered or 
some of the college’s land for a religious schoo]. 
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In 1808, she left for Baltimore. 

There she opened a boarding school for young 
ladies desiring a religious education with the 
ornamental accomplishments. 

She met another convert, Samuel Cooper, 
who was studying for the priesthood. He 
some funds and offered them to her to start a 
school. 

Then Father Dubourg and Cooper bought 
some land south of Emmitsburg, Md., which was 
eventually the site of the mother house of the 
Sisters of Charity in America. , 

Mother Seton moved to Emmitsburg in 1809. 
She took vows of poverty, chastity and obedience 
and donned the simple garb that was to be the 
identifying mark of her sisters. 

It was a time of poverty and suffering. In 
1811, the first Christmas dinner for the sisters 
consisted of smoked herring and a spoonful of 
molasses for each. 

Mother Seton’s sisters-in-law, Harriet and 
Cecelia, died soon after the establishment of the 
convent. Her daughter, Anna, followed in 1812. 

Her youngest daughter, Rebecca, died before 
her 16th birthday. 

But Mother Seton bore her cross bravely. 
When she died in 1821, at 46, the Sisters of 
Charity were firmly established. Biographers 
marveled at how much she accomplished. Her 
life story has just been published with full church 
approval. 

Her sisterhood flourished. The poor and sick 
were comforted. In the Civil War the wounded 
were attended where they fell. The Sisters of 
Charity served in the Spanish-American and both 
World Wars. Some were interned by the Japs.

HEN Cleopatra couldn't get into Julius 
WY caesar’ inner office, she had herself 

wrapped in a handsome rug and carried 
in by two Nubian slaves. Legend further says 
that when the rug was unrolled for inspection, 
out stepped the Egyptian Queen clad mostly in 
her own sparkling wit. 

She proved herself a clever and certainly a 
resourceful diplomat in arguing for her country 
with the great dictator. 

On international affairs Queen Elizabeth out- 
witted the men experts of her day. 

Catharine of Russia was no amateur either 
when it came to diplomatic intrigue. 

But in those days, a woman had to be a 
Queen to have a part in statesmanship. 

Like football, world diplomacy was consid- 
ered strictly a man’s game. 

Before Perle Mesta became Minister to Lux- 
embourg and Eugenie Anderson our ambassador 
to Denmark, only two other women in American 
history had represented their country as official 
envoys abroad. Ruth Bryan Owen was made 
Minister to Denmark and Daisy Harriman was 
sent to Norway by Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

However, the times in history when they 
have been given a chance, women have shown 
themselves naturally suited to the subtle art of 
diplomacy. 

Our State Department, one of the last strong- 
holds: to let down the barriers against women, 
now believes that if the future of the world is to 
be made or broken in the moves of diplomacy, 
women should be allowed to make some of the 
moves. It believes, too, that America ought to 
show off in foreign capitals ene of its best 
products—-its women. 

Woman's natural talents for tact, for report- 
ing and for making friends, it is agreed, should 
be put to work serving the country. 

Ambassadors are glorified reporters who 
gather information and funnel back to the home 
government all that they see and hear abroad. 

Almost any husband in America would agree 
his wife,specializes in this! 

Ambassadors must enjoy entertaining. What 
woman wouldn't, with an expense account to 
cover the cost? 

A regular pageant was performed the day 
the first American woman presented her cre- 
dentials as envoy to King Christian of Denmark. 


M*: OWEN, tall and striking, drew up to the 
~alac® doors in a state coach drawn by two 
jet >lack horses in silver harness. The King’s 
Chamberlain, a coachman and a footman in scar- 
let and gold uniforms leaped from the coach to 
stand at attention. The palace guard presented 
arms as the Madame Minister stepped out. 

In the Throne Hall, surrounded by uniformed 
and beribboned courtiers, she was officially intro- 
duced to the King, the Queen and the Court. 

After only a few weeks, the King, the Queen, 
the Court and the entire capital surrendered to 
that “irresistible force’’—-an American woman! 

From then on the vivacious U. S. Minister 
almost never spent an evening without being 
entcriained or entertaining at the American 
Leration. She served typical Yankee food to 
Copenhagen celebrities while to visiting Ameri- 
cans she dished up Danish delicacies. 

At home she was a typical member of the 
fairer sex. 

At her office she felt, “I don’t hold with the 
theory that women should depend on feminine 
wiles, It's the ability not the sex that counts.” 

On certain occasions she accepted courtesies 
and privileges extended to her as a woman. At 
her first Danish Court levee, Mrs. Owen asked 
what was the pleasure of the King, “Should I 
bow like an envoy or curtsy like his lady?”

America’s other former lady envoy, ex- 
Ambassador to Norway Daisy Harriman, lives a 
quiet life in Washington. 

She watched with interest the rise of hostess 
Perle Mesta. Perle entertained in the very same 
mansion where hostess Daisy had held her 
famous “Sunday night supper.” 

These soirees were open forum for speeches, 
questions, answers and free heckling. Sometimes 
conversations became so violent that imperious 
Daisy had to tinkle on her glass and call out.

She raced over 
bombed out roads for the Swedish border, tele- 
phoned the message to Fred Sterling, U. S. Min- 
ister in Stockholm, and asked him to relay it to 
Washington. Mr. Hull was well pleased and 
praised her highly for courage and ingenuity. 

By her men colleagues she has been described 
as “gregarious as a night club hostess, correct 
as*the social register, generous as WPA, dis- 
arming as a baby’s smile.” 

A diplomat must have an iron constitution. 
Great-grandmother Daisy still has it. Once, 
after she was well past 70, Daisy put on skis 
and sailed down the side of a slippery mountain 
so photographers could get pictures. 

"n those two respects Perle Mesta is like her. 
Oklahoma-bred Perle cultivates the press and 
has a Western pioneer woman’s robust health. 

Nothing can wear her down. The night be- 
fore she presented her credentials as United 
States Minister to the Court of the Grand 
Duchess of Luxembourg, Perle spent the evening 


as she had so many nights in Washington society 


—giving a party. 

Next morning she breakfasted at eight, as 
usual, donned her purple velvet presentation 
gown from Paris and hurried off to the palace. 

“I’m not a bit nervous,” Mrs. Mesta smiled 
just before she made her curtsy before the Grand 
Duchess Charlotte of Luxembourg. 

' The nation’s second current petticoat diplo- 
mat, Mrs. Eugenie Anderson, got her prepara- 
tion for a diplomatic career by practicing in Red 
Wing, Minn. In Minnesota, Mrs. Anderson worked 
like a bevy of beavers for Truman’s campaign. 

It’s a pretty well accepted political tradition 
to pass out ambassadorial plums to prominent 
party workers. So Eugenie got a plum, and was 
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photographed in a kitchen apron recelving the 
telephoned message of her’ appointment. 

Actually, her husband inherited a large for- 
tune from his father. The Andersons and their 
two children lived on a vast estate, not just a 
rustic farm, outside of Red Wing. 

Long ‘considered one of the best dressed 
women in the West, she has added to her ward- 
robe many costumes for court functions.

What was the role of an ambassador’s hus- 
band anyway?

Modern Pied Piper 


. pkewctoes of America’s 
smartest technicians 
might have heard a faint, 
shrill piping noise blown 
their way if they were lis- 
tening the other day. The 
men who got the elfin 
“razzberry” were the chem- 
ists and rat-control spe- 
¢ialists who have turned 
out new and deadlier poi- 
sons, electrocution devices 
and traps to pro- 
tect the world’s 
food supplies and 
health. 

The man who 
derided their ro- 
dent-slaughtering 
wizardry was 
John Heywood, an 
English extermi- 
nator who says 
he knows a bet- 
ter way. 

Lethal as are 
the laboratory 
products, Hey- 
wood claims he 
can achieve more 
all-out destruc- 
tion with a simple 
little instrument 
he himself per- 
fected after tak- 
ing his cue from 
an idea that is 
hundreds of years 
old. 

His homemade 
weapon is a 
wooden flute, and 
the person cred- 
ited with first us- 
ing such a method 
of rat riddance 
was that legendary piper 
who lured the rats and chil- 
dren out of greedy Hamelin 
town in the old folk tale. 

Heywood’s pipe is no 
menace to the children of 
England, in whose ears it 
just produces high-pitched 
little squeaks. 

But to rats, according to 
the modern Pied Piper, it 
sings a song of romance 
and irresistible allure, and 
the charmed rodents rush 
out in droves to meet their 
doom. 

The Northamptonshire 
piper got a chance to tell 
the press about his novel 
system some time ago when 
word spread that he had 
offered to take his magic 
flute to the United States 
to protect Marshall Plan 
food cargoes being loaded 
for Europe. 

“I first became intér- 
ested in the cries of wild 
animals when I was a 
gamekeeper on an estate in 
Yorkshire. 

“I used to amuse myself 
by making whistles. to 
imitate them,” said the 
stocky 47-year-old special- 
ist. “Later when I went 
into this business I thought 
of using a pipe to bring 
out the rats. 


4a, 4X IDEA was to im- 

itate their mating 
calls. I went into rat- 
infested stables and listened: 
to their noises night after 
night. The call of the male 
rat is different from that 
of the female; that made 
the problem difficult to 
study. 

“But I kept making 
whistle after whistle, pipe 
after pipe. At first they 
only brought the rats up 
from their holes for a 
look. After three years of 
experimenting, though, I 
finally came up with the 
right sound. 
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“Ever since, I’ve only 
had to play to get them 
in wholesale lots. I wait 
until dusk, then sound a 
call near the rat hole. 

“What follows is amaz- 
ing. The rats pop out 
quickly, one after another, 
as if hypnotized. I club 
them. If there are too 
many I generally lay down 
poison.” 


Heywood claims that 
with the pipe’s aid he has 
slain hundreds of thou- 
sands of rats. His biggest 
haul, he -says, was 1,147 
lured to their deaths one 
night when jhe was work- 


ing in North Wales. 

Public officials of this 
country have appeared 
considerably diverted by 
Heywood’s offer .to visit 
musical death upon multi- 
tudes of American rats, 
but thus far none has 
cabled him an offer to ply 
his trade on this side of the 
Atlantic.

Frost voiced the obvious. “Maybe the girl’s 
known to some of these people.” He swept his 
head toward the boundaries of the field, where 
a curious crowd, restrained by patrolmen, 
watched the proceedings. But after the body had 
been carried to the edge of the field, and a sober 
queue had passed, no one stepped forward to 
give the victim a name. Dr. Shephard then 
supervised its removal for autopsy. 

Frost and Corwin set themselves to an 
examination of the area immediately adjacent 
to where the girl had been found. Wielding 
brooms, they cleared a patch of perhaps three 
square yards, and were rewarded with one rea- 
sonably certain clue: two sets of footprints— 
now frozen in what had been the yielding earth 
of Sunday—one which obviously was the dead 
girl’s, and another, which clearly belonged to 
a man.

The detectives accompanied Henry Lee to the 
morgue, where he unhesitatingly identified the 
body as that of his Sunday passenger. 

Frost and Corwin decided to defer investi- 
gating the New York phases of the case, which 
they would have to undertake in person, until 
the following morning. The Brooklyn and New 
York police were, of course, independent bodies, 
and in that era, when no telephones, bridges or 

~ tunnels linked the municipalities, the quickest 
means of personal communication was via the 
ferries which joined the two. 

The next day, in contrast to its predecessor, 
was warm. By 10 a. m., as Frost and Corwin 
made for -the Roosevelt Ave. ferry, they were 
agilely spanning lakes of slush and rivulets of 
melted snow. Crossing the river, they discussed 
the implications of Dr. Shephard’s autopsy re- 
port, which had been given to them an hour 
before.

Presently, Frost and Corwin, too, took their 
leave, but before quitting the building, knocked 
at the door across the hall.

Miss Constance Calverley’s 
“children” until she died a few 
weeks ago. 

Without family, friends, or even 
servants, she lived alone within the 
bleak stone walls of the once-great 
Royd House in Quarmby, England. 

It was a desolate place, with 
windows shuttered and heavy iron 
gates—rusty from years of disuse

Calverley had occupied only one of 
them. In that single room she had 
lived and slept and kept all her 
personal possessions, with the rest of 
the house closed up—the furniture 
stacked and covered with decades of 
dust and cobwebs behind the drawn 
curtains. 


MAAN years before, according to 
© village oldsters, back in the days 
when Miss Calverley was a child 
wearing pigtails and hair ribbons, 
Royd House. as well as Constance 
Calverley, had been far different. 
Night after night, lights had blazed 
from basement to top floor of the 
mansion, with music and laughter 
wafting across the broad, cropped 
lawns. 

Young Connie 
used to sit in the 
window of her 
bedroom, delight- 
edly watching the 
carriages with 
their spirited 
horses rolling up 
the sweeping 
driveway. 

Often she 
would sit and“ 
dream of the day 
when she, _itoo, 
would be grown 
up. “I shall have 
lots of children,” 
she would tell her 
mother. “Dozens 
and dozens of 
them—” 

It was soon 
after she was 18 
that Connie was 
allowed to attend 
her first formal 
party. The warm- 
hearted girl loved

could never quite re- 
call. He heard the shell 
explode, felt the jagged 
shrapnel cut through the 
muscles surrounding his 
spine. Afterward, for 
three days and nights on 
that mud-caked battle- 
field in Germany, Private 
Warren Coffer lay among 
the dead and dying. 

Stretcher bearers found 
him on Nov. 19, 1944, and 
took him to a_ hospital. 
Doctors, working frantical- 
ly, saved his life. But later, 
when he had recovered suf- 
ficiently to. stand the 
shock, they had to tell him 
the bitter truth; had to 
tell him he would never be 
the same again. - 


As a youngster growing 
up in Detroit, Mich., smil- 
ing, dark-haired Warren 
Coffer was a_ pleasant, 
mild-mannered lad who 
taught Sunday School. 

By the time he entered 
Wayne University, Warren 
had made up his mind that 
some day he would study 
for the ministry. 

In February, 1943, how- 
ever, just a month after he 


married Shirley Wilcox, his 
life suddenly took an en- 
tirely different course. He 
entered the army as an in- 
fantry private, and a year 
and a half later found him- 
self in Europe. 

It was while advancing 
with American troops near 
Aachen, in Germany, that 
he was hit by shrapnel. Al- 
though the doctors saved 
his life, he was paralyzed 
from the waist down. He 
would never walk again. 

“At first,” Coffer re- 
cently told The American 
Weekly, “I wanted to die.” 

Moved from one hospital 
to ‘another, he was even- 
tually returned to Percy 
Jones Hospital in Battle 
Creek, Mich., where he re- 
mained for a year. After 
his release, still determined 
to study for the ministry, 
he went to Fort Worth, 
Tex., to attend a seminary. 

In June, 1948, his wife 
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was divorced from ‘him 
and given custody of the 
couple’s two children, 
Kathleen and Gilbert. Still 
Coffer did not despair. 

In a Fort Worth church 
he met auburn-haired, 23- 
year-old Virginia Mas- 
trang, who suffered from 
polio when 10 years old and 
was unable to walk with- 
out crutches.

If ever he became dis- 
couraged in his valiant 
fight to lead a useful life, 
he could take comfort from 
the knowledge that others, 
equally handicapped, had 
overcome disheartening dis- 
abilities and gone on to 
fashion worthwhile careers. 

Nowhere was this better 
demonstrated than in the 
case of 47-year-old Charles 
V. Giaimo of Irvington, 
N. J. Born in Italy, Giai- 
mo came to this country 
as a child and at 14 went 
to work for the Lionel 
Corporation, which makes 
toy electric trains. Eve- 
nings he put himself through 
high school and iater 
through three years at 
Newark College of Engi- 
neering. 

His resourcefulness and 
perseverance enabled him 
to rise steadily to a posi- 
tion of responsibility. By 
1937,. 20 years after he 
Started to work, he was as- 
Sistant superintendent in 
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charge of production and a 
director of the company. 

Then tragedy struck. 
The first evidence of 
trouble was a slight numb- 
ness in his legs. Giaimo 
paid little attention to it, 
but as the weeks passed 
his condition grew steadily 
more serious. 

When doctors diagnosed 
the malady as multiple 
sclerosis, Giaimo realized 
he faced the possibility of 
complete paralysis. Before 
long, his worst fears ma- 
terialized. He was para- 
lyzed from the neck down. 

But he refused to admit 
defeat. Encouraged by his 
wife, Rose, he determined 
he would somehow regain 
the use of his muscles. 
Within a few months, by ex- 
erting every ounce of will- 
power at his command, he 
was able to move his toes. 
A year later, after con- 
stant exercise on a pair 
of specially constructed 
parallel bars,’ he had re- 
gained complete use of his 
arms and hands and could 
walk 15 or 20 feet with the 
aid of ‘two canes. 


Asta two more years, 
he was able to work 
for a few hours each day. 
By 1941, he was back on 
the job full time. Aided by 
an electrically-driven cart 
that made it easier for him 
to move about, he continued 
his progress in the com- 
pany. In 1946, he became 
works manager and secre- 
tary of the corporation. 

Eventually he was able 
to walk two or three blocks 
with the aid of his canes 
and operate a car with a 
special gearshift. 

“The outstanding thing 
I’ve learned from my ill- 
ness,” Giaimo told The 
American Weekly, “is never 
to accept defeat.”
